SUMMARY OF INCIDENT 


The summary of this investigation is based upon reports, memorandums, tape recordings and 
interviews conducted by the Internal Affairs Bureau. 


Emp. Crescenta Valley Station P.M. Shift Watch Commander, at Crescenta Valley Station. 
Lieutenant Marino stated that Deputy Richard Ellis, unit 76 P.M.’s, was involved in an on-duty 
shooting at the intersection of Woodbury Road and Marengo Avenue in Altadena at 2040 hours. 
The shooting occurred as a result of an Assault With a Deadly Weapon, 245 P.C., in progress that 
Deputy Ellis observed. The incident was documented under Crescenta Valley Station File #495- 
01425-0744-051 (Refer to Exhibit “A” for copy of report). 


On March a 1995, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators contacted Lieutenant Santo Marino, 


Deputy RICHARD ELLIS, Emp. ИЕ Crescenta Valley Station, stated that approximately 
2040 hours, he was traveling S/B on Marengo Avenue approaching Woodbury Road. He stated that 
when he reached the intersection, he turned right (W/B) into the #2 lane of Woodbury Road. He 
stated that after he turned, he heard approximately 15 rapid fire gunshots that came from an area 
south of his location. ELLIS said that he stopped his vehicle in the f2 lane to decrease the engine 
noise of his vehicle in order to determine where the gunfire was coming from. He stated that he then 
saw three vehicles traveling east on Woodbury Road approaching Marengo Avenue. The vehicles 
were not traveling very fast. 
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SUSPECT/SUBJECT 


Deputy ELLIS stated that he saw a small, tan station wagon that was followed by a blue sedan 
that appeared to have two occupants in the front seat. He said that parallel to the blue sedan 


was another sedan that was on the passenger side of the blue sedan. ELLIS stated that it 
appeared to him that the occupants of the two sedans were exchanging gunfire because of the 
rapid fire. 


Deputy ELLIS stated that the three vehicles continued to drive E/B and by this time, the two 
sedans were parallel to his position (Refer to Exhibit “В” for diagram of approximate 
positioning of the vehicles). ELLIS said that the station wagon was slowing down in order to 
stop for the east/west red signal light at the intersection of Woodbury Road and Marengo 
Avenue. ELLIS said that the driver (Suspect Foreman) of the blue sedan was not paying 
attention to the vehicle in front of him and collided into the rear end of the station wagon 
"uum vchicte). ELLIS stated that the collision almost caused Suspect 
Foreman's vehicle to come to a stop. 


Deputy ELLIS stated that he then saw muzzle flashes and heard gunshots that were in his 
direction coming from the passenger compartment of the blue sedan. He was afraid of being 
shot and defended himself by instinctively, removing the shotgun from the locked rack by 
pressing the automatic release. ELLIS stated that all the shotgun rounds were in the magazine 
and it was necessary for him to chamber the rounds. ELLIS said that he was still seated in the 
drivers scat of his vehicle and pointed the barrel of the shotgun out through the open drivers 
window and fired three rounds. 


Deputy ELLIS stated that he discharged the first round and waited a split second before firing 
the second and third rounds. He stated that the gunfire in his direction ceased as a result of his 
return fire. ELLIS stated that he directed his fire at Foreman's vehicle but could not tell if he 
struck the vehicle or any of the occupants (Refer to Exhibit “Р”, pages 5 through 9). ELLIS 
stated that he did not know why he stayed and returned fire instead of accelerating out of the 
arca. ELLIS stated that his first thought was to arm himself and to return fire. ELLIS said that 
he rcalized the fire power of the shotgun and felt comfortable using it to defend himself. He 
stated that he may have felt inhibited about drawing his Beretta from his holster because he 
had his seat belt on. ELLIS stated that he could not tell who was shooting at him but was fairly 
certain that the gunshots came from the passenger area of the blue sedan and were not fired by 
the driver (Suspect Foreman) of the blue sedan. 


Deputy ELLIS stated that at this time, the sedan to the right of Foreman's vehicle drove E/B 
past the other two vehicles and out of view. He stated that Suspect Foreman drove his vehicle to 
the right of the station wagon and turned S/B onto Marengo Avenue. ELLIS said that when 
Foreman drove off, he saw a Black adult female sitting in a dazed fashion in the street where 
Foreman's vehicle had been when he (Ellis) was shot at. He said that it appeared to him that 
she had fallen out of the passenger side of the blue sedan but did not appear to be injured. 
ELLIS said that the station wagon remained at the point of the collision. 


Deputy ELLIS stated that he executed a U-turn and followed Suspect Foreman because he felt 
that he may have shot him. He advised S.R.C. that there had been an assault and that he was 
following a suspect vehicle but did not initially advise S.R.C. that he was involved in the 
assault. He stated that he did not know why he did not advise S.R.C. that he was involved. 


Deputy ELLIS stated that S/Foreman turned E/B on Montana Street. He said that he lost sight 
of the vehicle momentarily until he (Ellis) turned onto Montana Street. ELLIS stated that as he 
turned, he saw that S/Foreman had stopped and saw him exit the blue sedan through the 
driver's door. He stated that the suspect ran north into the yards of the homes along the 200 
block of Montana Street. ELLIS said that he directed assisting units and Air 21 who located

Foreman at the rear ІШІ the suspect was arrested without incident. 
ELLIS stated that while the units were in the area of the arrest, the victims of the assault and 
the traffic collision contacted the officers. 


Deputy ELLIS stated that he could not positively identify the female who fell out of the vehicle 
but stated that — 0 073 who was arrested under File #495-01424-0799-144 


for Battery, 242 P.C., and Possession of a Controlled Substance, 11350 (a) Н & S (Refer to 
Exhibit “С” for copy of report), resembled the female who was on the street when the shooting 
incident occurred. 


Victim stated that she was driving a brown, 1980 
Chevy Malibu, Lic E/B in the £1 lane of Woodbury Road when she saw a blue 
sedan that pulled along side of her in the £2 lane. УШ: that as she continued to drive, 
she heard several gunshots and turned toward the blue sedan and saw several muzzle flashes 


from what she described as a black handgun (nfd). She stated that she bent forward to avoid 
being hit by gun fire and was unable to give any further details regarding the assault.

He stated that it was possible that the blue sedan collided with another 
vehicle that was in front of it during a RE that he did not recall seeing 
a female on the street but stated that У, followed the police unit that went after the blue 
sedan and reported the incident to other officers who arrived at the location a short time later. 


victim | ted that neither one of them was shot but that there were about two or 
three bullet holes in the right passenger door of M MW as a result of the incident. He 
also stated that he did not recognize anyone in the blue sedan.| stated that he and 
Victim| did not have any firearms in their possession and did not discharge any weapons 
at the blue sedan. 


traveling E/B on Woodbury Road in his vehicle when he heard several gunshots. He was unable 
to determine where the shots were coming from but stated that he was rear ended by one of two 
vehicles that were behind him but did not know which one hit him. He stated that he contacted 
the officers at the arrest scene and informed them about the incident. He stated that he did not 
want a traffic accident report because there was minimal damage to his vehicle.

Suspect | mm that she knew Suspect Foreman and had been in his vehicle earlier 
in the day but was not involved in any shooting. She stated that she left her purse in his car and 
was trying to locate him in order to get it back.

Internal Affairs Investigators responded to the scene of the shooting at 
approximately 0300 hours on 03/19/95 and found an expended 380 automatic 
casing in the E/B lanes of Woodbury Road just west of Marengo Avenue 
(Refer to Exhibit “Р”, page 10). There were also pieces of shattered glass on 
the street in the general area where the casing was found. 


The G.S.R.’s performed on Suspect Foreman and Suspect ааа... 
analyzed by Senior Criminalist Robert Keil from the Crime Lab. The results 
of both tests were inconclusive according to Keil's analysis (Refer to Exhibits 
“С” and “Н” respectively).
